Our  Undergraduates  Ask 


Who  Runs  Our  Fraternity?

Dear  Brothers: 

Who  runs  our  Fraternity?— that's  what  I'm  frequently  asked  during 
my  visits  at  Sig  Ep  chapters  and  while  attending  regional  academies 
and  district  sports  days.  Our  undergraduate  brothers  also  ask  "What  is 
the  Grand  President's  salary?"  and  "How  do  we  select  our  managers?" 

Here's  what  I  reply  to  our  undergraduate  members.  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  is  run  by  you  and  other  undergraduate  brothers  who  every  two 
years  elect  delegates  to  the  national  convention,  the  Grand  Chapter. 
The  delegates  are  the  governing  and  legislative  body  of  our  Fraternity, 
and  approximately  85%  of  the  delegates  are  from  the  undergraduate 
chapters. 

The  delegates  elect  as  volunteers  the  Grand  President,  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  members  of  the  10-man  National  Board  of  Directors. 
The  delegates  also  adopt  legislation  which  then  becomes  the 
responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  carry  out  until  the  next  Grand 
Chapter. 

To  help  carry  out  these  responsibilities,  the  Board  appoints  25 
District  Governors,  nearly  200  Chapter  Counselors,  and  the  chairmen 
and  members  of  22  national  committees.  The  Board  also  relies  heavily 
on  more  than  500  alumni  board  members.  None  of  these  volunteers 
receives  any  salary  for  their  devoting  thousands  of  hours  and  days  to 
the  service  of  our  Fraternity;  indeed,  many  of  them  also  contribute  their 
travel  and  meeting  expenses. 

Also  acting  on  your  behalf,  the  Board  employs  the  salaried 
Headquarters  staff  to  manage  the  Fraternity's  daily  operations.  The 
professional  staff,  including  the  eight  field  Staff  Representatives,  act  as 
management  consultants  to  our  undergraduate  and  alumni  chapters. 
The  combined  experience  of  the  Headquarters  staff  is  one  of  the 
Fraternity's  great  assets;  their  job  demands  many,  many  extra  hours  of 
dedication  in  helping  you. 

I'm  sure  I  speak  for  every  member  when  I  say  "Thank  you"  to  our 
District  Governors,  Chapter  Counselors,  committee  members,  alumni 
board  members,  and  Headquarters  staff  for  their  continued 
involvement  and  dedicated  assistance.

District  Governor  —  Ke^ 


In  the  April,  1973  Journal  a  feature 
story  on  the  District  System 
explained  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons  new 
approach  to  the  management  of  the 
Fraternity  by  the  volunteer  alumnus. 
In  the  last  issue  (February)  of  the 
Journal,  the  Chapter  Counselors 
were  featured  and  in  this  issue  we 
present  to  you  the  alumni  who  are 
serving  the  Fraternity  as  District 
Governors. 

The  District  Governor  is  a  manager 
of  a  defined  geographic  area  (see 
District  Map),  responsible  for  all 
Fraternity  activities  in  his  district.  He 
maintains  close  contact  with  the 
chapter  counselors  and  the  chapters 
to  motivate  them  to  achieve  their 
goals.  The  Headquarters  staff  is 
available  to  the  Governor  to  react  to 
problem  situations  and  to  provide  him 
with  the  resources  he  needs  to  give 
assistance  to  his  counselors  and 
chapters  in  achieving  their  goals. 

The  following  comments  from  the 
Governors  give  an  insight  into  their 
role  as  a  District  Governor. 

John  Ouderkirk  (N.J.,  Pa.,  Del.)  - 
"The  District  System  can  be  the  key  to 
the  grass  roots  operation  ol  a  very 
successlul  Iraternity. " 

Tim  Miller  (W.  Va.)  -  "My  role  is  to 
heighten  the  feeling  of  closeness  and 
brotherhood  among  the  chapters  and 
to  help  undergraduates  experience 
brotherhood  outside  of  their 
chapters." 

Tom  Lawrence  (Ga..  Ala. )  -  "My  role 
is  to  be  a  coordinator  lor  the  flow  of 
information  and  services  from  the 
National  Fraternity  to  the  local 
chapters  and  likewise  from  the 
chapters  to  the  National  Fraternity. " 

Mike  Williams  (Tenn.)  -  "The 
District  System  must  provide  a  sense 
ol  regional  identity  as  a  much  needed 
tXidge  over  the  gap  between  the  local 
'chapters  and  the  National  Fraternity.  ' 

Mel  Skvaria  (III.)  -  "The  greater 
reliance  on  the  chapter  counselor  can 
only  help  make  each  chapter  better 
and  stronger,  thus  making  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  better  and  stronger.  My  role  is 
to  try  to  help  each  chapter  with  its 
problems  with  the  help  of  the  alumni 


boards,  counselors  and  individual 
alumni. " 

Bob  Campbell  (Wash.,  Ore.,  Mont.) 
-  "As  a  Governor,  I  can  make 
suggestions  and  stimulate  chapters 
to  reach  their  full  potential,  but  my 
effectiveness  depends  entirely  on  the 
willingness  of  each  chapter 
counselor  to  examine  the  chapter 
operation  to  see  how  they  can 
improve  it." 

John  Stanley  (Ark..  Okla.)  -  "The 
Districts  serve  as  a  link  between 
alumni,  undergraduates  and  the 
National  Fraternity.  The  Governor 
provides  the  stimulus  by  maintaining 
contact  with  the  counselors  and  the 
chapters  and  by  promoting  district 
activity. " 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  an 
experienced  alumnus  in  each  of  its  25 
Districts  who  serves  as  an  extension 
of  the  National  Fraternity— someone 
close  to  home  with  whom  alumni  and 
undergraduates  can  identify.  The 
Governor  does  bring  the  National 
Fraternity  concept  into  being.  He  is 
available,  and  has  the  resources  of 
the  National  Fraternity  available  to 
help  with  any  problem  which  might 
arise.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  only  as 
strong  as  the  commitment  of  its 
brothers  and  the  District  System  is 
bringing  out  the  strength  we  have  in 
our  membership. 


What  It  Means 

To  Be  A 

District  Governor

I  was  appointed  Governor  of 
District  15  (Illinois)  in  July,  1973.  I 
attended  the  33rd  Grand  Chapter  in 
Denver  in  August,  where  all  the 
District  Governors  met  a  day  early  to 
meet  each  other  and  to  learn  exactly 
what  the  National  Board  of  Directors 
and  Headquarters  Staff  expected  of 
the  revitalized  District  System. 

This  was  an  enjoyable,  emotional 


and  personally  moving  experience 
and,  I  believe,  we  all  learned  a  great 
deal.  As  District  Governors,  we  are 
the  middle  management  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  the  direct  link  between  the 
National  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
local  chapters  and  alumni  boardsand 
associations. 

Telephone  contact  is  maintained 
with  my  seven  chapters  and  one 
colony,  and  also  with  their  chapter 
counselors  and  alumni  board 
presidents,  about  once  a  month.  I 
encourage  them  to  rush,  to  meet  their 
financial  obligations,  and  I  help  them 
however  possible  when  asked.  I  have 
sent  out  two  newsletters  to  date  and 
plan  two  more,  making  four  per 
academic  year.  These  newsletters 
contain  news  from  the  chapters  in  my 
District,  news  from  Headquarters, 
etc.  1  have  been  invited  to  visit  two 
chapters  and  the  one  colony  to  date 
and  have  done  so,  and  have  been 
warmly  and  enthusiastically  received. 

Contact  with  Headquarters  in 
Richmond  and  with  Province  Epsilon 
Staff  Representative  Carlos  Quintero 
has  been  on  a  regular  basis.  We  have 
exchanged  information  and  they  have 
always  been  quick  to  reply.  I  hope  to 
be  able  to  effect  better 
communication  between  the  National 
Fraternity  (Headquarters)  and  the 
chapters  but  I  believe  each  chapter 
must  run  its  own  activities,  relying  on 
its  chapter  counselor  and  alumni 
board  for  guidance  and  direction. 

I  believe  in  the  new  concept  of  the 
District  Governor  system,  with  its 
greater  reliance  on  the  individual 
chapter  counselor  on  the  scene — in 
the  action— and  I  hope  my  efforts 
help  it  work. 

What  I  have  described  are  my 
voluntary  efforts  as  a  District 
Governor.  When  I  originally  accepted 
the  position,  I  wondered  whether  I 
could  adequately  take  the  time,  since 
my  own  time,  as  is  everyone  else's, 
is  limited  by  my  job,  professional 
activities  and  personal  life.  However,  I 
find  that  it  requires  only  about  four 
hours  a  month,  one  hour  a  week,  to 
function  as  a  District  Governor.  The 
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communication  I  have  maintained 
has  been  primarily  by  telephone  and  I 
have  found  that  a  great  deal  can  be 
accomplished  in  three  to  four  hours 
per  month  on  the  telephone.  This 
requires  a  candid  conversation  and 
an  involved  chapter  counselor. 

Having  been  recently  appointed, 
the  rewards  have  not  been  great,  yet  I 
don't  really  expect  anything  earth- 
shaking.  If  I  can  help  my  chapters  to 
grov(/  and  to  prosper,  that  in  itself  will 
be  sufficient. 

For  those  alumni  who  take  the  time 
to  read  this  brief  article,  I  have  a  basic 
message:  think  back  to  your  chapter 
experience  and  consider  all  the 
ingredients  which  were  necessary  to 
make  it  worthwhile.  You  are  now 
removed  from  your  chapter  and  have 
a  perspective  of  experience  and  a 
greater  maturity.  Wouldn't  you  like  to 
help  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  by  assuring 
that  the  young  brothers  in  our 
chapters  get  the  most  out  of  their 
undergraduate  experience?  We  need 
a  pool  of  alumni  who  can  help  as  the 
need  arises,  at  their  chapter  or 
another  chapter.  The  time  required 
will  be  minignal.  Just  drop  a  note  to 
Headquarters  c/o  Chuck  White  and 
tell  him  you  would  like  to  be  in  the 
alumni  resource  file  should  a  need 
arise.  We  do  need  your  assistance.

These 
avenues  include  not  only  the  support 
so  necessary  to  our  undergraduate 
chapters,  but  also  the  rich 
associations  which  the  brotherhood 
provides  with  other  alumni. 
Membership  is  indeed  a  life 
proposition.  The  opportunities  of 
individual  enrichment  are  limited  only 
by  the  willingness  of  a  brother  to 
become  involved. 

I  look  forward  to  our  75th 
anniversary  and  am  hopeful  that  it  will 
stimulate  our  brotherhood  in  its 
efforts  to  help  undergraduates  and 
alumni  catch  the  vision  and 
rededicate  themselves  to  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  its  purposes.

Rush  Requires  Two  Things: 
Organization,  Commitment

Spring  is  time  to  organize  for  Rush 
and  that  is  often  harder  than  the  work 
Itself.  Rush  IS  the  llfeblood  of  the 
Fraternity  It  keeps  most  chapters 
going  and  a  lack  of  it  causes  some  to 
fail.  Rush  IS  so  important  to  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  that  this  year  more  than  ever 
before  we  must  be  committed. 

Organization  and  commitment  are 
the  two  most  important  concepts  in 
rush.  Rushees  recognize 
organization  That  will  probably  be 
one  of  the  first  items  they  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  judge  a  chapter  on 
besides  the  individual  brothers 
themselves. 

Organization  starts  with  a  rush 
calendar  which  includes  dates  of  all 
spring,  summer,  and  fall  rush  events 
and  parties  One  of  the  biggest  events 
on  the  rush  calendar  should  be  the 
Chapter  Rush  Seminar.  The  seminar 
puts  the  chapter  m  the  right  frame  of 
mind.  It  IS  a  refresher  course  for  upper 
classmen  and  a  beginning  course  for 
new  members.  The  ability  to  rush  is 
something  you  must  learn  how  to  do: 
It  doesn't  come  with  the  pledge  pin  or 
membership  certificate. 

Brothers  in  the  chapter  who  are 
apathetic  during  rush  should  be 
asked  why  they  do  not  participate  in 
the  actual  rushing.  Chances  are  the 
answer  will  be  something  to  theeffect 
that  they  really  do  not  know  what  to 
door  say  Havea  marketing  professor 
from  the  business  department  come 
m  and  give  a  lecture  on  effective  sales 
techniques  Explain  the  situation  to 
him— most  salesmanship  teachers 
would  be  more  than  happy  to  help. 

The  Chapter  Rush  Seminar  should 
psych-up  enough  brothers  so  that  the 
Rush  Chairman  will  have  to  help  in 
preparing  a  Rush  brochure.  The  Rush 
brochure  is  another  item  by  which  the 
rushee  can  evaluate  and  judge  your 
chapter  For  this  reason  much  time, 
hard  work,  and  creativity  should  be 
put  into  the  brochure 

The  next  step  is  to  work  from  your 
own  rushee  list.  Do  not  wait  for  the 
IFC  rush  list,   build  your  own!  It  will

be  much  more  accurate  if  you  work 
hard  on  it.  Start  by  listing  legacies  and 
their  friends.  Continue  by  sending  out 
a  letter  to  all  high  schools  asking  for  a 
list  of  incoming  freshmen.  Add  to  that 
list  any  friends  of  members  of  the 
chapter  who  are  planning  to  attend 
your  school  next  fall  and  at  that  time 
write  them  and  ask  them  if  they  have 
any  friends  coming  to  school  in  the 
fall.  Add  to  that  the  upper  class 
independents  the  chapter  wants  to 
rush. 

Do  not  stop  there!  After  the  chapter 
has  contacted  all  rushees  who  are 
undergraduates  and  those  rushees 
coming  in  the  fall  (mostly  Incoming 
freshmen),  start  producing  rushees 
by  trying  to  sell  people  who  are 
undecided  on  what  school  they  will 
attend  on  your  college  or  university. 
After  they  have  been  sold  on  the 
school,  selling  them  on  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  will  be  relatively  easy.  The 
Rush  Chairman,  his  committee,  and 
the  entire  brotherhood  must  rush 
every  person  they  can.  Consider 
giving  bids  to  a  host  of  rushees 

There  is  no  greater  preparation  in 
the  world  for  practicing  salesmanship 
than  that  of  a  fraternity  rush  If  a 
brother  can  sell  the  intangible  idea  of 
brotherhood,  he  can  sell  anything  I 
cannot  think  of  a  better  product  than 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  sell.

TrI-State  College— In  the  spring  of  1973  the 
brothers  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  at  Tri-State 
College  undertook  a  massive  remodeling 
project,  which  included  theinsideandoutsideof 
our  Mam  House  and  Annex  Now  that 
construction  is  near  completion  we  have  found 
that  this  remodeling  project  has  affected  us  in 
many  different  ways. 

It  started  in  the  fall  of  1972  when  we  received  a 
notice  from  the  Indiana  Stale  Fire  Marshal, 
which  contained  many  necessary  suggestions 
for  upgrading  the  safety  features  of  our  house. 
The  brotherhood,  after  careful  consideration, 
complied  with  the  marshals  suggestions  by 
taking  corrective  action 

We  started  by  reroofing  both  structures, 
pouring  new  sidewalks,  building  a  new  parking 
lot  and  by  removing  the  contents  of  both  houses. 
Having  completed  these  tasks,  the  path  was 
cleared  for  the  contractors  to  begin  their 
summers  work.  Realizing  the  immense  task 
ahead  of  them,  the  contractors  acquired  services 
from  several  skilled  brothers  With  a  little  luck 
the  contractors  and  brothers  expected  the 
completion  of  the  project  by  summer's  end 

Upon  early  arrival  of  the  brothers  for  tall 
quarter,  we  found  the  Annex  80°/o  completed,  but 
the  Mam  House  less  than  25%  completed. 
Fortunately,  the  Annex  was  in  a  livable 
condition,  however  the  brothers  who  planned  to 
live  in  the  chapter  house  reluctantly  moved  into 
the  dormitories 

Sacrifice  was  of  the  essence  so  that  our 
chapter  could  maintain  near  normal  operations. 
Items  were  affected  m  the  following  manner: 

Rush  had  to  be  totally  revised,  since  living  with 
the  rushees  created  a  unique  problem  Although 
we  had  personal  contact  with  them,  it  was  hard 
for  us  to  demonstrate  the  true  meaning  of 
brotherhood.  Since  we  had  to  operate  around 
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carpenter's  schedules,  open  houses  and  closed 
smokers  were  difficult  to  plan  and  carry  out. 

Similar  to  rush,  the  pledge  education  program 
had  to  be  revised.  When  the  brothers  were 
educating  the  pledges,  they  had  to  be  extra 
careful  that  the  secrets  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
were  not  spread  throughout  the  campus  The 
entire  program  was  unique,  because  all  pledging 
had  to  be  carried  on  outside  of  the  house.

enthusiasm  for  the  project  we  had  undertaken 

We  have  found  that  things  to  be  learned  by 
such  a  project  are  never  really  realized  until  that 
project  IS  near  completion.  The  ideal  belief  of 
working  together  as  a  brotherhood  is  within 
every  chapters  grasp,  because  during  this 
project  we  experienced  this  ideal  every  day 
We've  also  learned  how  to  plan  things  out.  make 
necessary  sacrifices,  think  as  a  brotherhood, 
and  act  as  a  brotherhood. 

Having  acquired  all  this  new  knowledge,  along 

with  a  newly  remodeled  house,  we  finally  made 

the  long-awaited  transition  of  moving  back  into 

the  house  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  One  of 

our  never-ending  list  of  goals  has  been  obtained.

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Large  membership  marks  a 
successful  chapter— not  only  with 
rushing,  pledging,  and  initiating,  but 
also  with  chapter  operation.  Many 
strengths  lie  m  chapters  with 
numerous  associations. 

What  IS  large  membership''  How 
many  members  constitute  a  large 
chapter? 

Depending  on  the  size  of  school  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  fraternities, 
•large"  can  be  from  50  to  150 
members.  Colleges  and  universities 
with  20.000  students  and  40 
fraternities  would  be  more  difficult  in 
rush  than  in  an  institution  of  equal 
size  with  ten  fraternities. 

Public  as  well  as  interfraternity 
achievements  lend  publicity  and 
goodwill  to  the  chapter  as  a  whole, 
fvlembers  achieving  leadership  and 
scholarship  honors  adds  to  public 
recognition  and  influential  strength 
m  school.  The  greater  the  manpower 
m  the  chapter  the  more  resources  to 
achieve  these  distinctions. 

Having  more  members  gives  more 
and  diverse  strengths  thus 
minimizing  any  weaknesses  For 
example,  where  Brother  John  has 
difficulty  in  understanding  physics. 
Brother  Joe  has  a  strength  in 
explaining  this  science.  Additional 
strengths  can  solve  problems  in  the 
areas  involved.  These  strengths  result 
from  more  manpower. 

Numerous  personal  gams  come 
from  each  and  every  brother.  There 
lies  a  difference  in  all  people— both 
different  in  strengths  and 
weaknesses  Being  exposed  to  many 
can  give  a  brother  more  insight  and  a 
better  outlook  on  people 

The  monetary  benefits  are  rather 
self-explanatory— the  more  dues- 
paying  members,  the  more  income, 
the  more  parties,  programs,  etc.  For 
example,  in  fund-raising,  an  all- 
school  dance  needing  a  sizeable  hall 
and  popular  band  can  be  planned 
with  less  risk  of  making  break-even 
sales.  Chapter  expense  per  man 
decreases  as  membership  increases. 
Major  social  activities  often 
necessitate  attendance  by  a  certain 
number  of  brothers,  usually  from  50 
to  80. 

A  large  chapter  is  a  matter  of  pride. 
The  larger  the  chapter  the  more 
brothers  .  the  more  brotherhood 
That  IS  what  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  all 
about

'Improve  Productivity',  People 
ill  Thrive,  says  Burnham

■DONALD  C  BURNHAM  TELLS 
HOW  PRODUCTIVITY  MAKES  THE 
DIFFERENCE." 

This  sentence  in  huge  type 
headlined  a  full-page  "anti-inflation" 
advertisement  in  The  Wall  Street 
Journal  in  early  December. 

Thesponsor  of  the  message  wasU. 
S.  Steel.  Its  author,  Donald  C. 
Burnham,  is  an  outstanding 
mechanical  engineering  graduate  of 
Purdue  University  (class  of  1936).  He 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Sig  Ep 
chapter. 

Today  at  the  age  of  59,  Brother 
Burnham  is  chairman  of 
Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation. 
In  his  message  Burnham  declares 
that  low  productivity  is  the  root  cause 
of  many  of  our  crises  and  of  world 
crises.  Because  of  America's  highly 
motivated  oroductivitv  of  the 
past,  today  countless  millions  of 
people  live  better  than  kings  and 
emperors  once  did.  America  has 
wrought  miracles  and  she  can 
perform  many  more  wonders. 

"We  can  control  inflation,  " 
Burnham  contends.  "We  can  reverse 
the  shocking  decayof  our  inner  cities. 
.  .We  can  lift  the  living  standards  of 
the  underdeveloped  countries." 

In  explaining  inflation,  he  says: 
"Inflation  occurs  when  too  much 
money  chases  too  few  goods  and 
services.  If  each  of  us  produces  more, 
the  supply  of  things  we  want  can  be 
brought  into  better  balance  with 
demand  and  down  will  go  prices."  It  is 
not  so  much  a  question  of  working 
harder,  he  believes,  but  of  working 
smarter. 

Burnham's  engineering  genius  is 
tempered  with  a  philosophy  of 
humane  idealism.  People  within  the 
underdeveloped  countries  "need  the 
instruments  of  productivity  we  can 
provide:  know-how,  training,  roads, 
tractors,  electric  power  lines.  From 
this  help  flow  incalculable  benefits. 
Countries  will  blossom  and  grow. 
Millions  of  people  will  rise  from 
serfdom.   And,   not  least,  vast  new 


markets  will  be  created  for  America 
and  the  world." 

In  sum;  "Improve  productivity  and 
people  thrive.  Ignore  it  or  let  it  lag  and 
they  stagnate." 

Donald  C.  Burnham  is  probably 
one  of  the  world's  foremost  experts  in 
productivity.  Nearly  a  quarter  century 
ago,  when  he  was  boss  of  General 
Motors'  Oldsmobile  assembly  lines, 
he  aided  a  modernization  program 
which  boosted  the  rate  of  engine 
production  from  30  to  85  an  hour.  And 
they  were  better  engines,  too. 

Burnham  entered  Purdue 
University  in  the  fall  of  1932  through  a 


$5,000  scholarship  awarded  by  the 
Fisher  Body  Division  of  GM,  Upon 
graduation  he  accepted  employment 
in  the  training  course  at  the  AC 
Sparkplug  Division  of  GM.  After  two 
years  in  Manufacturing  Methods 
Improvements  here,  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Ternstedt  Division 
in  manufacturing  methods  and  plant 
layout. 

Joining  the  Oldsmobile  Division  of 
General  Motors  in  1940,  he 
progressed  through  various 
important  positions  until  he  became

John  Robson,  Editor-in-Chief  of 
George  Banta  Company  for  almost  17 
years,  retired  under  the  Banta  retirement 
program  on  April  30 

John  IS  a  native  of  Eden,  Wisconsin, 
Fond  du  Lac  County,  He  attended 
country  school  near  Eden,  was  a 
graduate  of  Fond  du  Lac  High  School  in 
1924,  and  immediately  entered 
Lawrence  College  from  which  he 
received  his  B  A  degree  with  the  Class 
of  1928. 

Robson  then  began  his  first  tour  of 
duty  at  Banta  s  as  a  proofreader  and 
member  of  the  editorial  department.  In 
1934,  he  left  to  attend  the  Columbia 
University  School  of  Journalism,  and  on 
graduation  joined  Columbia  University 
Press  as  its  production  manager  While 
there,  he  authored  Guide  to  Columbia 
University.  From  1939  to  1942  John 
served  as  production  manager  for 
Thomas  Y  Crowell  Company:  he  then 
joined  International  Business  IVlachines 
Company  as  as  associate  editor  of 
THINK.  From  1946  to  1949  he  was 
managing  editor  of  the  American 
Journal  ol  Nursing,  and  from  1949-1954 
was  managing  editor  of  G.  P.  Magazine. 
the  official  journal  of  the  American 
Academy  of  General  Practice 

Following  two  years  of  consulting 
work  for  Intertype  Corporation  and 
Palmer  Publications.  John  returned  m 
1956  to  his  first  home,  to  edit  Banta's 
Greek  Exchange  and  THE  NIGHTMARE 
and  become  the  Banta  typographical 
authority. 

Less  in  evidence  than  his  editorial 
accomplishments.  though  equally 
valuable,  have  been  Johns 
contributions  as  typographical 
consultant.  Never  satisfied  with  "visual 
cliches,"  he  approached  each 
assignment  anew  — wedding  type, 
paper,  page  size  and  margins  into  fresh, 
readable  formats. 
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John  was  married  in  August  1945  to 
Peggy  Jane  Munroe  of  Flushing,  Long 
Island,  They  have  three 
daughters  — Joan  a  graduate  of 
Gettysburg  College:  Jaquelene,  a  1973 
graduate  (and  a  new  bride)  of  University 
of  Wisconsm-IVladison:  and  Jane 
presently  a  sophomore  at  University  of 
Wisconsin-Eau  Claire,  All  three 
daughters  have  worked  during  their 
college  summer  vacations  here  at  the 
Banta  Company, 

John  IS  a  highly  respected  and  widely 
known  editor  and  author  for  the 
fraternity  world.  For  twe.ity-nine  years 
he  was  editor  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Journal,  official  publication  of  his 
college  fraternity.  He  has  edited  several 
editions  of  Baird's  Manual,  and  is  author 
of  many  books  relating  to  editorial  work 
and  the  fraternity  world. 

His  first  retirement  assignment  as 
National  Historian  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
IS  to  compile  and  write  the  history  of  his 
fraternity, 

A  sensitive,  highly  talented 
typographer  and  a  dedicated,  most 
competent  editor.  John  has  established 
a  lasting  influence  in  the  fraternity  world 
and  in  the  lives  of  his  business 
associates

Idea

The  last  conclave  I  attended  was 
in  1959.  Washington  DC.  Our  big 
concerns,  at  least  as  an  ex- 
fieldman  they  were  mine,  were 
membership  exclusivity  clauses, 
and  the  chapters  we  were  losing 
because  of  them, 

I've  lived  overseas  1 8  years  now, 
I've  read  about  all  of  America's 
problems  on  campuses  in  general, 
youth  in  general,  and  the  slow 
death  of  Fraternities. 

Because  I  learned  more  about 
life— about  getting  on,  coping 
with  different  ideas,  about 
salesmanship,  about  mutual 
respect,  from  my  fraternity 
experience,  I  was  sad  to  see  it 
going  down  the  drain. 

You  know  like  a  convert  to  a 
religion,  you're  a  little  more 
doctrinair,  fanatical  about 
something  as  you  are  di3tant  from 
It.  America  is  that  way  for  me. 
We're  a  young  country. 
Fraternities  are  one  of  our 
inventions. 

But  for  me  I  came  away  from 
Denver  happier  than  ever  that  my 
Fraternity  always  meant  so  much 
to  me  -  Fraternity  is  a  big  "people 
idea". 

To  think  that  so  few  years  ago 
the  Jewish,  Black,  etc.,  questions 
were  eating  us  alive  and  to  have 
been  there  with  these  brothers, 
with  all  of  you  and  to  feel  the  same 
warmth  and  closeness  gave  me  a 
feeling  that  we  were  over  the 
biggest  problem  -  determining  the 
quality  of  our  membership  on 
individual  merit  and  not  on  social, 
class,  or  religious  adherence. 

I  was  so  impressed  with  the 
concern  m  your  discussions  with 
where  the  Fraternity  was  going 
and  glad  to  see  that  the  changes 
adopted  are  so  thoroughly 
deliberated  -  from  Ritual  to 
Sweetheart  songs,  they  touch  our 
traditions, 
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I  recall  that  when  I  got  to  New 
York  to  start  my  chapter 
visitations,  I  stayed  at  a  6  a  night 
fleatrap  called  Tudor  City.  Field 
men  didn't  make  much  then  either. 
Mac  &  Betty  had  me  to  their  home 
often  to  keep  morale  up.  I  got  my 
job,  went  to  work  and  forgot 
Mac— but  two  years  later  when  I 
needed  his  help,  he  was  there. 

And  for  the  12  years  that  I've 
lived  in  Europe,  I've  followed  this 
Fraternity  -  through  Mac.  Two  or 
three  long  letters  a  year.  Little 
about  business,  less  about  the 
Stock  Market,  a  lot  about  Sig  Ep 
and  where  it  was  going. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  lucky 
because  in  Mac  we  have  a  leader 
who  combines  business 
experience  and  success  with  long 
years  of  Fraternity  service  all  over 
this  country. 

Today  he  has  the  time  and 
financial  ability  to  devote  to  our 
Fraternity's  biggest  job.  It's  going 
to  be  hard  to  beat  Zolly's  133 
chapter  visits.  But  don't  bet 
against  MacDonough 

Mac's  devotion  is  uncommon. 
Anybody  who's  followed  the  work 
of  the  Ritual  Committee  these  last 
years  and  at  this  conclave  knows 
that. 

Mac's  vigor  and  spirit  and  mind 
and  capacity  for  work  are  also 
uncommon. 

He  is  not  satisfied  with  a  good 
Sig  Ep.  He  is  not  satisfied,  period. 
Bill  MacDonough  can  help  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  be  the  innovators,  get 
there  first,  and  one  day  become  the 
acknowledged  best. 

I  hope  that  Sig  Ep  goes  back  to 
Its  old  campuses,  goes  back  to 
places  where  it  is  most  difficult  for 
Fraternities  to  exist  -  because  it  is 
there  that  we  can  make  the 
greatest  contribution  in  educating 
men  on  what  life  is  about  -  getting 
along  with  folks. 

School  administrations  just 
don't  have  the  time,  money, 
experience  or  education  to 
address  themselves  to  that 
question.  We've  been  at  it  for  75 
years.  Let's  do  it. 

That  11-year  old  boy  with  me  at 
the  Grand  Chapter,  my  son 
Christian,  thought  you  have  a 
wonderful  thing  -  singing, 
friends;  he's  no  longer  worried 
about  going  to  college.  He  knows 
where  he  wants  to  go  to  -  Oregon 
Beta.

Dubach  Fund  Continues 
To  Show  Steady  Growth 


The  campaign  of  the  Oregon  State 
alumni  toward  a  goal  of  $20,000  for  the 
U.  G.  Dubach  Memorial  Graduate 
Fellowship  Fund  has  produced  pledges 
totaling  $4,425  within  a  year  of  its 
organization.  Sixty-seven  Sig  Eps  have 
contributed,  and  700  Oregon  Alpha 
alumni  are  still  to  be  heard  from  as  the 
campaign  continues  A  prominent  Sig 
Ep  has  pledged  $5,000  on  the  condition 
that  $20,000  be  raised. 

Before  his  death  on  September  4. 
1972,  Dean  Dubach.  a  founder  of  the 
chapter  in  1918  and  longtime 
Scholarship  Director  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  expressed  the  hope  that  a 
Graduate  Fellowship  Fund  be 
established  for  his  chapter.  The  interest 
from  this  Fund  would  provide  a 
fellowship  for  graduate  study  or 
research  at  any  educational  institution 
that  the  recipient  might  choose. 

An  excellent  beginning  has  been 
made.  When  the  Fund  is  in  operation  it  is 
intended  to  complement  Oregon  Alpha's 
undergraduate  scholarship  fund  set  up 
under  the  terms  of  Dr.  Dubach's  will. 
Like  the  other  Fund,  it  will  be  held  and 
administered  by  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Educational  Foundation. 

In  the  history  of  the  Oregon  State 
chapter  Dr.  Dubach  is  a  towering  figure. 
No  chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has 


ever  been  more  profoundly  influenced 
by  a  single  member.  From  its  beginning 
Oregon  Alpha  has  been  the 
acknowledged  leader  among  the  30 
campus  fraternities.  Throughout  its 
history,  members  have  received 
recognition  for  scholarship,  athletics, 
and  extracurricular  activities. 

As  Dean  of  Men  at  Corvallis,  Dr. 
Dubach  became  personally  involved  to 
see  that  every  member  of  the  chapter 
was  instilled  with  the  idea  that  his 
fraternity  stood  for  leadership  and 
character.  And  this  idea,  moreoften  than 
not.  slipped  into  his  life. 

There  are  other  chapters  m  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  that  have  initiated  more  men,  but 
none  has  a  higher  percentage  of  loyal 
alumni  than  Oregon  Alpha.  The 
committee  for  the  U.  G.  Dubach 
Memorial  Graduate  Fellowship  Fund 
believes  that  the  objective  of  the 
campaign  will  be  reached.  Officers  are 
Bob  Downie,  chairman;  Don 
Montgomery,  vice-chairman;  Lloyd 
Gregg,  treasurer;  Jim  Grimm,  alumni 
president;  and  Jim  Neill.  Jr.  and  Jim 
Whiteley.  H.  Bob  Robinson  is  honorary 
chairman.
